Order Goes For The Starting 
Army Of Workers, Since All 
Are Obliged To Obey 

The spirit of clean-up week 
which is prevailing throughout 
the country, has stwick Richmond 
and the first work which was 
started a few days ago in the 
way of painting, will be follow-
